To: All Employees 


A number of employees have expressed their concern with the change- 
Over to a biweekly payroll system in a thoughtful letter to Administra- 
tion. We appreciate their concern and would like to explain the 
reasoning behind the change. 


First, be assured that before undertaking the change, careful 
consideration was given to the pros and cons of the issue; expecially, 
its impact on employees. We polled the practice in other hospitals-- 
large and small, union and non-union. The results indicated that, 
regardless of these factors, employees in at least half the hospitals 
are paid biweekly. We also took an informal sample of opinion among 
several HSS employees before making a final decision; few foresaw any 
serious problems. 


The plain facts are that it is quite expensive to maintain a weekly 
Peyeost. We are charged by the check; and, by producing half as many 
checks per year, we shall save many thousands of dollars. There are 
also "hidden" costs to be considered--the record keeping involved and 
the long lines at the bank. We hope that a biweekly payroll system will 
help in these areas too. 


Basically, only the number of checks has changed. Hours are still 
accumulated on a weekly basis for overtime purposes; tax rates continue 
to apply to weekly totals. Thus, the biweekly check is just two weekly 
checks--twice the gross and twice the net. 


Since many personal expenses are paid on a monthly basis--rents, 
loans, etc.--we trust that after a period of adjustment, and with plenty 
of notice in advance of the holiday season, employees will be able to 
arrange their budgets accordingly. 


We know this will cause temporary inconvenience to some, but we are 
confident that, in the long run, it will prove a favorable change for all 
er us’.
